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Sick Leave Abuse 
Is Target Of 
Manager’s Plan

Police and fire department union 
leaders have been publicly critical of the 
town manager’s budget-cutting plans for 
the public safety departments — and the 
manager fired back Monday night with an 
eight-page report defending his proposals. 

The manager’s chief target is sick leave 
abuse: The town could save a total of $45,- 
200 a year just by bringing sick leave 
within reaon, he maintained. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark told the 
selectmen that his proposal to trim $30,000 
each from the police and fire budgets, in 
an effort to live with Proposition 2%, at- 
tacks ‘‘waste and inefficiency’’ within the 
departments. 

The budget cuts will not endanger public 
safety, he emphasized. 

‘‘Both the municipal unions and 
Management know the issues are more 
nearly economic in content than they are 
related to public safety,’’ Clark wrote in 
his report to the selectmen. 

The manager recently recommended 
that police and fire overtime hours be cut 
by not filling every position left vacant by 
sick or vacationing officers, and that per- 
sonnel increases planned last year be put 
on the shelf. 

The selectmen, who offered little com- 
ment on the manager’s report Monday, ex- 
pressed some resistance to delaying the 
personnel increases when Clark originally 
offered that suggestion. 

Zeroing in on sick leave in the public 


safety departments, Clark said the: 


average police officer takes 11 sick days 
every year, and the average firefighter, 
7.8 a year. 

Public Works employees each take an 
average of 12 sick days a year, he added. 

The manager explained that town hall 
employees each take an average of 4.5 sick 
days every year—concluding that ‘‘five 
days may be more reasonable’ for public 
safety employees. 

By cutting back to five sick days for 
each employee per year, the town could 
shave $24,000 from the police budget, and 
$21,000 from the fire budget—nearly 
meeting Clark’s $30,000 target figure for 
each department. 

“‘T know, and the unions know, that there

Theatre Revisions 


Made To Appease 
Nearby Residents

Fewer seats, a separate entrance, and 


police to direct traffic were among the 
solutions offered by the developer of 
Shawsheen Plaza Monday night, to calm 


Shawsheen residents’ fears about a 
proposed twin cinema at the plaza. 

‘If I thought this addition would hurt the 
center, I would be the first one to say, 
What do we need a theatre for?’’ 
developer Gordon Bloom told a group of 
Shawsheen residents who appeared before 
the selectmen. ‘‘We have a big stake in 
(the plaza.)”’ 

The residents’ concerns center around a 
twin cinema, originally planned to seat 
456, and ten new stores that will be built in 
a 25,555-square foot addition to the plaza. 
The existing buildings occupy 71,873 
square feet, according to Building Inspec- 
tor Sam DeSalvo.

Joyce Rossitto, 363 North Main St., said 
traffic at the plaza is already ‘‘horren- 
dous’’ on evenings and weekends, and 
would become worse with the addition of 
the new stores and theatre. 

“I’m going to be waiting in that line of 
people going to the movies, just to go shop- 
ping.”’ she told the selectmen. ‘‘After a 
while I won’t go to the plaza anymore — 
I'll go to North Andover and elsewhere to 
shop. Then the plaza will lose its 
character. It will no longer be a shopping 
center — it will be an entertainment 
center.” 

She added that there would not be 
enough parking spaces within the plaza, 
and that police and fire vehicles would be 
impeded by increased traffic in the area. 

‘We are creating this monster in town,” 
Rossitto predicted. ‘‘We are not against 
the theatre, but put it in another location, 
please.”’ 

DeSalvo explained that under the town’s 
zoning bylaws, there will be enough park- 
ing spaces in the plaza to serve the theatre 
and new stores: There will be 568 spaces, 
he said, while only 519 are required. 

Bloom explained that the theatre will 
not be located next to the Andover Jade 
restaurant, but in the far right corner of 
the lot — ‘‘as far away from the other 
buildings as possible’’ — near the Taylor 
Rental Center. 

The developer plans to add an en- 
tranceway directly to the theatre, Bloom 
said, where the Fotomat kiosk is located. 
‘You will get a lot of people using that en- 
trance; away from the main entrance and 
exit.’’ he suggested. 

He added that most theatregoers will 
probably park as close to the theatre as 
possible, away from the shopping area. 

In addition, the developer reported that 
theatre-owner David DeFillipo has agreed 
to reduce the seating in his theatre from 
456 to 400, with 200 seats on each side of 
the twin cinema. 

The selectmen granted a preliminary 
license for a 456-seat theatre to DeFilipo 
earlier this month. 

Bloom also pointed out that 
neighborhood residents ‘‘will not be seeing 
400 cars trouping in. The times when you 
have a Kramer vs. Kramer (one of last 
year’s most popular films) are, unfor- 
tunately. not that often. On the average,

The selectmen Monday night approved 
the landscaper’s request to continue con-

limited. There is very little money 
available.”’ 

But Lundgren hopes to show that it may 
be in the town’s best economic interests to 
preserve the farm, rather than let it be 
sold for development as single- or multi- 
family housing. 

Clark explained that Lundgren could 
show ‘‘the difference between the cost of 
acquiring the development rights, versus 
the cost of supporting a development on 
the property.” 

Town staffers would have to help the 
landscaper come up with the necessary 
figures, the manager said, such as the 
number of houses that could be built on the 
land, what it would cost the town to sup- 
port those homes, and the amount of tax 
revenues the homes would generate for 
the town. 


“It is not an enormous amount of work”’ 
for the staff, Clark added. 

Selectmen Chairman James Abramson 
pointed out that ‘‘the net cost to the town 
(of acquiring the rights) could be zero. 
Under those circumstances, it is worth it 
to proceed in working with the town 
staff.’’ 

Lundgren would be required to fund the 
balance of the purchase price, that part 
which would not be funded by the town, the 
chairman added.

Shopping 
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Sen. Wall Offers Thoughts 


He arrived late, entering the library 
meeting room as a discussion between the 
selectmen and local legislators was 
already underway. 

But Senator William X. Wall declined to 
sit in the front of the room with the law- 
makers when Representative Gerald 
Cohen stood and beckoned to him. 


“‘No, no, I’ll sit back here with the poor 
people,”’ the veteran senator said. He 
apologized for his lateness, explaining that 
he had been tied up at the state house as 
this year’s legislative session winds down 
to an end. 

Wall, defeated by Patricia McGovern in 
November, will not be returning to the 
state house next year. 


But Wall offered his own thoughts on the 
issues at hand when the legislators and 
selectmen concluded their discussion. 

On opening a youth detention center: ‘I 
fought viciously to keep the training 
schools open, to save our youth fom being 
integrated into the prison system. That’s 
your answer—open them up. They did a 
good job.”’ 

On eliminating county government: 
“Our forefathers thought it was pretty 
good. Eliminate it, and Andover and other 
communities will have to pick up the tab.” 


And on modifying Proposition 2%: “If 
you are aggrieved, call upon the governor 
and have him file a special message to the 
legislature. But first, you’ve got to try it, 


to him, Senator Wall said. 

‘Td like to thank Senator Wall for being 
our senator for so many years,’’ Cohen 
said, prompting the townspeople meeting 
before the selectmen to break into 
applause. 

And before he left, the senator tossed a 
bouquet of his own: ‘‘I think you are the 
best selectmen in the state,’ he told the 
board. ‘‘and I’ve been around.’’

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Waterways 
Improving 


Massachusetts waterways have shown 
more improvement over the past four 
years than any other state in New 
England, according to a report from the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency. 

Paul G. Keough, director of EPA’s Of- 
fice of Public Awareness, explained that 
his agency’s end of the year report of en- 
vironmental quality in New England 
shows that 45 percent of the Bay State’s 1,- 
715 major river miles are now suitable for 
swimming. 

“At the present time, Massachusetts 
has the lowest percentage of major river 
mileage in New England listed as being 
suitable for fishing and swimming. But the 
figures show a 13 percent improvement 
since 1978 and a 25 percent improvement 
in the past four years. This is by far, the 
highest rate of improvement in the 
region,’’ Mr. Keough explained. 

The EPA official said the agency report 
projects that by 1983 nearly two-thirds of 
Massachusetts’ major stream mileage 
will meet the fishable swimmable goal. 

‘‘Massachusetts has come a long way in 
its water restoration effort. It is certainly 
a dramatic turnabout when portions of 
such once-heavily polluted rivers as the 
Merrimack, the Nashua, the Connecticut, 
Chicopee, Blackstone, and Westfield are 
listed as being suitable for swimming. 
These rivers may not be fully restored but 
substantial progress will be realized,’’ he 
added.

As expected, the selectmen Monday 
night approved the sale of a domestic 
water supply by North Reading to 
Mohammed Khusro of 181-182 Jenkins 
Road.

18th Century 
Creche 
On Exhibit 


In keeping with a tradition which has its 
origins in the 12th century, the Museum of 
Fine Arts, Boston, will display its 25- 
piece, 18th century Christmas creche from 
Dec. 6 through Jan. 4. In celebration of the 
season, the nativity scene will decorate 
the museum’s Stone Room on the second 
floor. 

Mary, Joseph and the Christ Child, as 
well as musicians, shepherds, country 
folk, sheep, goats and cows, made of 
polychromed terracotta, will be set up ina 
wooden stable. An angel, also made of 
wood by a different hand than the rest of 
the figures, will be suspended above the 
scene heralding Christ’s birth. 

The collection, purchased by the 
museum in 1965, was most likely part of a 
larger ensemble at one time, as is 
suggested by the figure of a blackmoor an- 
nouncing the arrival of the Magi, who are 
not included in the scene at present. One of 
the Magi is preserved in the famous 
creche of the Bavarian National Museum 
of Munich. 

The expressive figures, which average 
12 inches in height, are related in style to 
German rococo:sculpture, and thought to 
be Venetian in origin. They are a delight 
for all Christmas viewers.

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Selectmen, Legislators 
On Same Wave Length 


A meeting Monday night of the 
selectmen and Andover’s legislators, 
State Representative Gerald Cohen, 
Senator Robert Buell and Senator-elect 
Patricia McGovern, found the legislators 
thinking along the same lines as the local 
officials — at least for the most part. 

The selectmen invited the solons to 
Memorial Hall Library to discuss a few of 
the issues the board would like to see in- 
troduced as legislation during the up- 
coming session. 

Chairman James Abramson put 
‘concerns caused by the passage of 
Proposition 2% and its many im- 
plications” at the top of the selectmen’s 
list, but other items up for discussion in- 
cluded reducing state mandates, 
eliminating county government, restoring 
local court fines, and developing youth 
detention facilities. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark said 
there are currently 456 state mandates, 
and suggested a ‘‘sunset provision’’ that 
would require one-fifth of these mandates 
to be reviewed every year, ‘‘rather than a 
broad, sweeping repeal of mandates.”’ 

‘“‘The state should be consiantly looking 
at itself,’ Selectman Norma Gammon 
added, ‘and not just leaning on the cities 
and towns.”’ 

Selectman Susan Poore said she felt ‘‘a 
sense of frustration when it comes to the 
state budget—if we’re going to wrastle 
with our local budget, I certainly look at 
the state to do the same.”’ 


Representative Cohen maintained that 
“there really have not been many man- 
dates at all in the past few years,’ adding 
that many may be reviewed at the local 
level every three years. 

‘But to re-vote on one-fifth of 456 of 
them each year would not be any great 
burden to the legislature,’’ he indicated. 

McGovern said she favored the sunset 
legislation, adding that it should be 
applied to all state agencies, as well as 
mandates. ‘‘In view of 212, I’d like to see if 
we can lessen the burden on cities and 
towns,” she said. 

The legislators agreed with the 
selectmen that county goverment should 
be eliminated, though they did not appear 
to feei as strongly about the issue as does 
the local board. 

“For the life of me I can’t see why we 
need another level of goverment, at a cost 
that runs into many thousands of dollars,’* 
Abramson said. He suggested that the 
responsibilities of county government 
could be fulfilled by the state, or local and 
regional agencies. 


Although agreeing county goverment 
should be abolished, Cohen pointed out it is 
“very effective in the Western part of the 
state.”’ 

Buell maintained that municipalities 
may not see any savings if county costs 
are simply picked up by the state. ‘‘But I 


am not defending county government,”’ he 


added quickly. 

‘Tt is not a question of saving money,”’ 
replied Selectman Jerry Silvernian. “It is 
a question of, do we really need this extra 
level of goverment, that goes back to 
Colonia! times, when it was easier to ride 
to the county seat than into Boston?” 

The selectmen ran into a little more 
resistance from the lawmakers when they 
suggested that revenues from court fines 
be returned to the town, rather than fall- 
ing into state coffers. 

“I disagree with you on this,’’ Cohen 
told the board. ‘‘The state has taken over 
the cost of the court system, but you still 
want the revenue from fines. You can’t 
have it both ways. I think the state should 
get all the fines.’’ 

But the town is required to obtain a com- 
plaint against an offender, hold a hearing, 
and then take the case to court, with police 


officers paid overtime. ‘‘The town’s costs 
of processing a case ‘have increased since 
one year ago,’ the manager said. ‘‘It may 
cost the town from $100 to $1,000 to obtain 
a $100 conviction.”’ 

Senator-elect McGovern strongly sup- 
ported the town manager’s recommenda- 
tion that a youth detention center be open- 
ed for young people found guilty of van- 
dalism. 

A youth detention center wouid be 
‘better run and better equipped”’ than the 
former training schools, Clark indicated, 
but would still remove vandals from 
general school population. 

“IT have been a severe critic of .the 
Department of Youth Services of the Com- 
monwealth for the last decade,’’

McGovern declared ‘‘and I support Jared 
on this.”’ 

McGovern also said she was ‘‘intrigued’”’ 
by Clark’s proposal that local jails be used 
as weekend lock-ups to punish youthful

To Eyes 


Christmas toy shoppers, 
beware. 

A large number of 1980 
toys ‘labelled ‘‘safety 
tested’ still can cause. 
damage to the eyes and 
even blindness, warns San- 
ford Monsein, O.D., presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts 
Society of Optometrists. 

“Despite great strides by 
toymakers in improving 
the safety of their 
products, there remains a 
bevy of toys that are op- 
tometrically unsafe,’’ says 
Dr. Monsein. ‘‘Toys that 
leap over obstacles, take 
off from ramps or shoot 
metal balls and other ob- 
jects are the major 
culprits.’’ 

Among the games that 
may be potentially unsafe 
for the eyes include large 
plastic.robots that fire mis- 
Siles at high velocity, pin 


ball games without protec- — 


tive canopy, games with 
tension-launched plastic 
discs that easily overshoot, 
and spring guns using 
metal balls as ammunition. 
Particularly dangerous are 
hydraulic-powered rockets 
and rubber band powered 
plastic jet planes. In addi- 
tion, the traditional gifts 
such as darts and BB guns 
are alv'ays high on the list. 

“It must be remembered 
that toys safe with regard 
to other parts of the body 
are still dangerous when 
the eye is a possible 
target.’’ says Dr. Monsein. 
“The eye is a particularly 
sensitive organ. Even a 
light blow by an object that 
would not hurt another part 
of the body could cause 
detached retinas and other 
serious problems to the 
eye. It is no wonder that 
these kinds of toys cause 
over 50,000 eye accidents 
among children every 
Christmas — ten times 
more than at other times of 
the year.”’

Buell, who drew laughter when he look- 
ed to Cohen to answer the selectmen’s in- 
itial question, criticized two other aspects 
of the proposition: the automobile excise 
tax reduction, and tax deductions for 
renters. 

The excise tax should not have been 
reduced from $66 per thousand to $25, he 
explained, and should not have taken 
effect until 1982. 

Senator-elect Patricia McGovern 
offered no comments on modification of 
Proposition 242. 


Ramp For 
Handicapped 
At Library 


A new ramp for handicapped patrons, 
extending from Main Street, near the ser- 
vice station, to the lower level of the 
library, has been installed at Memorial 
Hall Library, Andever. An internal 
elevator will be used to take wheelchair- 
bound patrons and others who cannot 
climb stairs to the main reading room and 
all stack levels of the library except the 
second floor hall. 

Funds used for building the ramp came 
from a 1978 appropriation to remove 
architectural barriers and improve 
accessibility in town buildings. The 
library, because of the many stairs at both 
entrances, was chosen as a prime location 
to use these funds. 

It is conservatively estimated that one 
out of ten persons in the U.S. at any given 
time has limited mobility due to a tem- 
porary or permanent physical handicap. 
All 50 states now have laws regarding 
barrier free design and Massachusetts has 
an Architectural Barriers Board which 
writes and enforces state regulations. 
Ramps are required to have a one foot in 
12 maximum slope with at least one han- 
drail 32” above the ramp surface. 

Additional projects to remove architec- 
tural barriers using the limited amount of 
money left are being considered by town 
officials.

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On The Art Of 
Removing Snow 


In years past, when snow fell gently to the ground, 
necessitating the attention of town forces, the horses 
were drawn from the barns and hitched to rollers to 
tamp down the accumulation. 

As years went by, man invented such things as a snow 
plow which, wher attached to a horse, produced paths 
over which wagons and feet would trod toward ap- 
pointed destinations. 

Time passed and man’s progress brought him to such 
marvels as vehicles of huge tonnage and horse-power, 
with large, heavy blades, known as snow plows. 

But, their absence in Andover in the first two storms 
of the season is almost as evident as the primitive 
machinery which once furrowed the highways and 
byways of Andover, assisting the weary traveller 
toward his destination. 

The first storm a few weeks ago may have caught An- 
dover, as well as other towns and cities off guard, being 
early in the season, and hired contractors unprepared to 
move into action quickly. 

But the storm of Monday and Tuesday of this week 
was accompanied by adequate notice. The threat of a 
storm which was forecast to dump between six and 12 
inches of snow on the area was predicted throughout the 
day on Monday. 

Snow began falling lightly in the Andover area from 
about 9 p.m. on Monday. 

But, Tuesday morning as Andover residents headed 
for work or other destinations, they found their streets 
for the most replete with new, white, untouched snow in 
abundance. 

Even main streets were not cleared or provided with 
a good swipe of a plow to allow good traction for those 
who had to be out on the roads. 

Those whose journey took them either out of town or 
into Andover, could detect the difference in road con- 
ditions at the town line as late as 9 a.m. 

All of this gives evidence that there is some kind of 
problem with snow removal practices in Andover. in 


modern times. There was a time when snow was of lit- 
tle problem to the travelling public in this community, 
so fine was the response to the problem by the town and 
hired crews. 

We know there is a need to conserve funds due to re- 
cent tax-cutting measures provided by the public. 

We are aware that obtaining heavy equipment 
through private contractors may be a problem, since 
payment in the private sector is higher than in towns 
and cities. 

There may be other problems as well, dealing with 
overtime funds and probably a dwindling snow removal 
budget. E 

But this is only mid-December. Winter doesn’t of- 
ficially begin until next week and New England weather 
has a way of getting even. Last year, hardly any snow, 
thus it is not entirely out of reason to suspect the pen- 
dulum would swing back to an abundance of snow this 
winter. 

Under such circumstances, isn’t it reasonable to 
assume that Andover’s administrators would take a 
hard look at whatever the problem is with the fine, yet 
uncomplicated art of snow removal before the next 
storm hits town? 

More than just the convenience of the motorist, is the 
matter of public safety in such weather conditions. 

Let us suggest that the matter be examined very 
carefully and some assurance given that snow removal 
will improve in Andover very quickly, evenif it means 
Seeing to it that the blades are down on all the trucks 
when they are patrolling the streets. There was a 
tandem working one section of town Tuesday morning 
with two trucks with raised blades being followed by 
one with blade down. Not much snow gets moved that 
way. 

Considerable improvement is necessary, unless the 
town is willing to supply sleighs and pungs in the coming 
months. And, with Proposition 2%, that’s out of the 
question. |

Not only in 
amount but in the careful discrimination 
shown in the giving, this is one of the 
largest benefactions ever given to An- 
dover, and the public institutions of the 
town will ever have reason to hold the 
giver in grateful memory. 


50 Years Ago — December 1930

Well, we want to give the 
Reagan foouls a word of 
caution: Be careful how you 
conduct the interviews. You 
may not realize it, but the 
federal government has 
adopted literally hundreds 
of rules and regulations on 
how to interview job appli- 
cants. These are designed to 
make sure they aren't dis- 
criminated against because 
of sex, race or ethnic back- 
ground. 

In some government 
agencies, creative bureau- 
crats have published guide- 
lines to help their inter- 
viewers steer clear of 
problems. Here are a few 
excerpts from the Justice 
Department’s official guide- 
lines on how to interview 
minorities:

-- When interviewing 
women, do not inquire 
“whether she has any chil- 
dren and how many, what 
ages or sex they are.” 

-- “Some men find it 
embarrassing to behave 
toward women in a com- 
pletely businesslike way.” 
So the interviewers are 
directed not to joke with 
women. 

- “By all means, try to 
avoid discussing sports with 
black applicants. Contrary 
to popular belief, not all 
blacks are athletes or avid 
sports fans.”

The only question we have 
is this: How did the people 
who drafted these guidelines 
get their jobs? 

FISHY ENDEAVOR: 
Fishery experts say that 
supplies of some delectable 
species are dwindling. Yet, 
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many equally tasty water- 
dwellers are not eaten 
because they have unappet- 
izing names. 

The National Marine Fish- 
eries Service has been trying 
to solve the problem. The 

eed gave $63,000 to a 

Chicago consulting firm to 
figure out how fish with 
unappetizing names could be 
made more appealing to 
consumers. The_ solution: 
Change the names of the 
various fish. 

But, after seven years and 
an expenditure of almost 
$500,000, a ratfish is still 
called a ratfish, and the 
problem remains unsolved. 

Even if the fisheries ser- 
vice eventually comes up 
with some new fish names, 
there may be more obsta- 
cles. The Food and Drug 
Administration now claims 
it is the agency in charge of 
naming fish, and a jurisdic- 
tional dispute is looming.

Vacation Programs At Science Museum 


This year school vacation visitors to 
Boston’s Museum of Science will find an 
unusual variety of attractions, from film 
taken deep under the sea, to living tropical 
ants, to a revolutionary human-powered 
aircraft. 


The vacation time also offers the last 
opportunity to see the Ice Age Art exhibi- 
tion and the Christmas Planetarium 
program, both of which run through Dec. 
31 only. 

Among new exhibits is the Gossamer 
Albatross, an aircraft pedalled across the 
English Channel to win a $200,000 prize. 
With a wingspan of 96 feet, it is the largest 
of the Museum’s exhibits. Accompanying 
it are informative panels of text and 
photos and a film of its 1979 flight. 


Also new is Volcanic Valleys of the Sea, 
a display explaining continental drift and 
the startling, unsuspected life forms that 
exist where the plates of the earth’s crust 
move apart.

“Insects: Another World’’ is a third new 
exhibit, featuring live ants in a see- 
through case which reveals their complex 
lifestyle usually hidden under the soil.

The traveling Ice Age Art exhibition, 
which contains artifacts made between 
35,000 and 10,000 years ago, is the first 
such comprehensive collection to be 
presented in this country. It depicts the 
cultural sophistication of early humans in 
cave paintings, engravings. tools, and 
costume decorations. 

The special children’s Planetarium 
program, The Winter Wishing Star, is a 
fairy tale of adventure among the stars.

is a significant amount of sick leave 
abuse,”’ Clark said during an interview 
Friday. ‘‘Attacking waste is very different 
from attacking public safety. 

“The rhetoric, let’s protect public safe- 
ty. has to be examined by the selectmen 
and by the public for its true meaning.” 

The real issue with police officers, he 
suggested, may be the loss of extra in- 
come frorn overtime pay. 

‘Public safety does not have to be at 
stake,’’ he reported. ‘‘What is at stake is 
the opportunity for police and firefighters 
to earn overtime pay when filling shift 
vacancies as a result of sick leave and 
other forms of overtime abuse.” 

Clark distributed a report on the 
employees’ earnings for fiscal year 1980, 
with names deleted, which showed that 
one officer earned more than $10,000 in 
overtime pay; another earned more than 
$9,000. Other officers earned from $734 to 
$7,388 in overtime pay. 

Firefighters earned between $849 and 
$4,000 in overtime pay. 

Police officers have the option to earn 
extra income by working special paid 
details, the manager pointed out, such as 
directing traffic, or working at 
‘“‘MacDonald’s or at dances. This is work 
that no one else can get. So that reduced 
overtime doesn’t even have to adversely 
affect the police officers themselves. 

“‘Somehow the message of Proposition 
2% needs to get back to the unions,” he 
reported. ‘‘(Sick leave) abuses can no 
longer continue.”’ 


Clark said he has planned the police and 
fire budget cuts as part of a ‘“‘two-year 
strategy’’ for dealing with Proposition 242. 
This year, the town must cut its budget by 
$600,000, he explained, and next year, by $1 
million. 

With most of the budget comprised of 
fixed costs, the town has ‘‘surprisingly lit- 
tle room to absorb $600,000 in effective 
service cuts this year,’’ he reported. 

A look at the alternatives to public safe- 
ty cuts—such as reducing the library and 
Community Services budgets, already 
relatively small—shows that the police 
and fire reductions may prove the least 
painful for townspeople this year, the 
manager indicated. 

“It would be unfair to reduce the 
library’s operating hours, or its book 
budget, so that the abuse of sick leave 
practices can continue,”’ Clark said Fri- 
day. ‘“‘Before we wipe out significant 
dollars from those smaller budgets, it’s 
important that we knock out waste and in- 
efficiency in the budget.”’ 

Last year, town meeting appropriated 
funds for two additional police officers 
and firefighters. Those positions were fill- 
ed, but retirements have brought the 
departments back down to previous staf- 
fing levels—where the manager 
recommends they remain, at least until

2¥2 is amended. 

‘There is no question but the town needs 
additional police services in par- 
ticular,’’Clark reported, ‘‘but to provide 
these additional services we need either 
additional money or to reduce services 
somewhere else. 

‘I am not proposing to cut back on 
police or fire services,’’ he emphasized, 
“only to reduce the progress we tried to 
make this past year.”’ 

The manager pointed out that last year, 
serious crime in Andover was reduced by 
20 to 30 percent, without additional police 
personnel. Increased efficiency and public 
cooperation will help the department to 
continue functioning effectively, he added. 

Clark told the selectmen he has ‘‘no 
criticism of the quality of the work and ef- 
fort’? of Andover’s police officers and 
firefighters. 

‘‘Andover police and fire personnel for 
the most part are dedicated and capable 
individuals,’’ he said. ‘‘But our gratitude 
and respect cannot be misused to justify 
featherbedding, waste and inefficiency.”
